IGURES compiled by Rep. Einar !r - 
landsen on the court situation in the 
Upper Peninsula show clearly that the 
solution to the problem is a reshuffling of 
the judicial districts rather than the addi­ 
tion of another judge in the 25th district. 
The average case load per judge in the 
Upper Peninsula in 1950 was 
327 
cases. 
Judge Glenn Jackson in the 25th district 
handled 625 cases. In contrast, Judge Lan­ 
ders in the 32nd district, Gogebic and On­ 
tonagon counties, handled only 170, Judge 
Brennan in the 12th—Baraga, 
Houghton 
and 
Keweenaw 
counties—handled 
only 
146. 
Judge Runnels in the lith district 
handled 319 and Judge Waller in the 33rd 
handled 278 cases. 
The creation of an additional judgeship 
in the Upper Peninsula, 
by splitting the 
25th as proposed in a bill submitted by 
Rep. Goulette of Iron Mountain, 
would 
mean an additional cost of at least $9,000 
a year to the state. 
Rep. 
Erlandsen 
opposed the Goulette 
bill in the House but his views did not pre- 


Government Spending 
Is Real Inflation 
WE all talk about how the prices charged 
for various articles have doubled or 
trebled over a period of years. But when it 
comes to inflation, one thing has all the 
rest licked to death—and that thing is 
taxes. 
According to U. S. News & World Re­ 
port, the tax take of the Federal govern­ 
ment alone in the next fiscal year 
will 
amount to $472 for every man, woman and 
child in the country. That is about the size 
of the average per capita income in 1931. 
It is 120 times as much as was the tax take 
in 1900. In spite of this incredible burden 
of taxation, the government, according to 
official estimates, will still be more than 
$14,000,000,000 short of meeting its costs, 
and that money must be borrowed. 
To quote U. S. News directly, “Altogeth­ 
er, the people are expected to provide $76,- 
000,000,000 for the government in the year 
beginning next July I. That is half again 
as much money as the people were asked 
to contribute to government at the peak of 
World War II. It is eight times as much as 
the government spent in the most lavish 
year of the New Deal and more than 13 
times as much as the government collect­ 
ed in those years.” 
Just read those figures and facts over 
again and let them sink into your mind. 
Remember that the Administration, 
not 
satisfied with the present intolerable situ­ 
ation, wants still another tax boost. Then 
answer a simple question: “How long can 
this nation remain strong and progressive 
when the government takes, spends, and 
wastes more and more of the wealth, re­ 
sources and labor of the people? It is time 
to curb government spending with drastic 
economies to save our nation from bank­ 
ruptcy. 


An Injustice To 
American Soldiers 
>Y international agreement nations hav­ 
ing prisoners of war and forcing them 
to labor are required to pay approximately 
$1.50 per day. As a result of the treaty, the 
United States government has paid to for­ 
eign nations whose war prisoners we held 
in World War II about $169,000,000. 
American prisoners held in World War 
II by enemy nations are entitled to receive 
$82,000,000. Thus far, not a cent has been 
paid to any Americans held as war prison­ 
ers although the funds of foreign nations 
held in this country far exceed the amount 
owed to American war prisoners. 
The Committee on Interstate and For­ 
eign Commerce, acting upon the recom­ 
mendation of the Secretary of State, has 
delayed action on any of the relief bills al­ 
though the bills have been before the com­ 
mittee for practically a year. 
Just why the State Department facilitat­ 
ed payments to foreign countries but has 
blocked the payment to American soldiers 
is not clear. Whatever the reason, it is ap­ 
parent that an injustice has developed.

Agriculture Takes Stand 
On Socialized Medicine 
rpHE American farmer has been a potent 
•*• 
factor in preventing the blight of com­ 
pulsory government health insurance from 
covering this country. 
That is the sub­ 
stance of a recent Christian Science Mon­ 
itor editorial. 
“Opposition to the introduction of gov­ 
ernment health insurance in the United 
States is intensifying in agriculture,” the 
Monitor said. “The biggest of the farm or­ 
ganization, 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, with a membership of 1,452,- 
000 families, recently reiterated its hostil­ 
ity. The Farm Bureau’s annual convention 
adopted a resolution declaring: ‘We oppose 
any form of compulsory health insurance.’ 
“Similarly, the National Grange, oldest 
and second largest of the farm bodies, at 
its convention a short time previously voic­ 
ed again its stand against any plan of na­ 
tional compulsory health insurance or so­ 
cialized medicine. . . 
“Rural rejection of government health 
insurance has been little 
recognized 
in 
larger cities, which usually 
hear 
much 
more of labor’s viewpoint. But though la­ 
bor’s call for compulsory health insurance 
has been much better publicized,, it re­ 
mains the demand of a minority. Meantime 
agriculture provides a balance against la­ 
bor on this issue and a formidable safe­ 
guard.” 
In 
agriculture, which deals daily with 
such eternal matters as soil and weather, 
the old virtues of independence and self- 
reliance are still in vogue. That is one of 
the finest protections we have against the 
unlimited growth of the welfare 
state— 
which is a pleasant synonym for socialism. 
Agriculture’s stand on compulsory health 
insurance is perfectly in accord with our 
American traditions.

Proper Hygiene Is Important 


In Treatment of Pinworms 


BY EDWIN P. JORDAN. Bt. D. — Written for NEA Service 


So far I know there are no statistics on 
how many people are afflicted w ith pin­ 
worms, but there are certainly many so 
afflicted. One correspondent w rites that 
she has been bothered with them off-and- 
on tor eighteen years, and many who write 
me ask how to get rid of them. 
Actually, pinworms are not as hard to 
eliminate as some other intestinal para­ 
sites, but reinfection is particularly com­ 
mon, and theiefore careful attention to hy­ 
gienic living conditions and care in associ­ 
ation with others is particularly im portant 
to keep them from coming back. 
Pinworms are more common in children 
than grown-ups, especially among those in 
large families or in children living in in­ 
stitutions. It is comparatively rare in fam ­ 
ilies in which separate bedrooms are used. 
This is because the worms get on the bed 
linen, paamas and other clothing and are 
picked up by others who come in contact 
with such objects. 
When children live in an institution or 
dormitory or when several use the same 
bedroom, the spreading of the worms from 
one person to another is easy. 
The eggs from pinworms are usually laid 
on the skin and mucous membrance near 
the outlet of the bowel. This causes severe 
itching. In fact, the itching can be so bad 
that it produces nervousness, sleeplessness, 
•vt*i convulsion*. 


The exact diagnosis must be made by 
taking swabs from the place where the 
worms are likely to be and examining the 
m aterial under the miscroscope. 
Infestation w ith pinworms is frequently 
confused with infestation of other parasites 
and the diagnosis must be clarified by ac­ 
curate examination. 
Once this has been 
done, proper treatm ent can be started. 
PROMPT TREATMENT URGED 
Treatm ent is reasonably satisfactory but 
should be given to all involved persons in 
a family or to all children in a dorm itory., 
About nine out of ten are cured, although 
the treatm ent may have to be repeated 
several times. 
Once an outbreak of pinworms is dis­ 
covered, Treatment should be prompt and 
thorough. AU those who are exposed as 
well as those who have definite signs of 
worms must be given information on hy­ 
gienic measures 


Merry-Go-Round 
By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON—Real fact about Presi­ 
dent Trum an’s inner debate with himself 
over the question of 
“to-run-or-not-to- 
run” is that it’s intim ately tied up to Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower. It is like a seesaw. The 
more Eisenhower’s political strength goes 
down, the more Trum an’s inclination to 
run goes up. 
Approximately one month ago the Presi­ 
dent had definitely decided he would not 
permit himself to be drafted. In his own 
mind this was categoric, ^nd to one or two 
of his most intimate friends, he so express­ 
ed himself. At that time, however, he firm ­ 
ly expected Eisenhower would be the Re­ 
publican nominee, and Truman had no 
relish for opposing Ike, not only because 
he personally made a pledge to help Ike 
become President but also because he re­ 
garded Ike as unbeatable. 
Since then, however, the political scouts, 
both Republican and Democratic, 
report 
that Eisenhower’s organization is limping 
and that the general, ‘though having tre­ 
mendous popular appeal, is in the hands of 
an inept group who can’t translate popular 
appeal into delegates. 
As a result, the President has been toy­ 
ing with the idea of running again—first, 
because he is itching to take on Bob Taft 
whom he thinks he can lick; second, be­ 
cause the palace guard is cleverly coking 
him up as the indispensable man. 
SAGE CHIEF JUSTICE 
On the other hand, no less a personage 
than Chief Justice Fred Vinson, one of the 
closest friends the President has and in his 
day a shrewd political observer, has been 
spending some time at the White House 
strongly advishing Mr. Truman not to run. 
The chief justice took this move after a 
talk with Speaker Sam Rayburn. Both men 
have a great affection for the President, 
and both are in a far better position to 
gauge the political winds than the palace 
guard. 
The chief justice’s argument has been an 
appealing one—namely, 
that 
Trum an’s 
place in history on the major issues is now 
assured. No one can ever detract from his 
firm stand in building up the North A t­ 
lantic pact, 
putting across the Marshall 
Plan, opposing a Communist aggressor in 
Korea, blocking Communism in 
Greece 
and Turkey; and championing such domes­ 
tic issues as civil liberties, public housing, 
public health and a better break for the 
common man. 
But if the President ran and were de­ 
feated, the chief justice has argued, 
he 
would jeopardize all that he has won— 
especially his foreign policy. Furtherm ore, 
even if he ran and won, he would face a 
split in his own party which might en­ 
danger his foreign policy. 
Naturally these arguments have counted 
heavily with the President. He knows they 
are disinterested and come from his best 
friend. 
PALACE GUARD PROTECTS JOBS 
On the other hand, the men immediately 
around the President, most of whom are 
rabidly intent on keeping their jobs, know 
that their only job-insurance is to have 
Trum an run again. 
As 
a 
result, they constantly bring in 
those callers who they know will urge 
their chief to run, tell him he is the only 
man who can save the nation.

To illustrate, Governor Adlai Stevenson 
of Illinois, interviewed by the press the 
other day, was asked what he thought of 
Kefauver. Stevenson and Kefauver have 
always been friendly, so

made the natural observation that K efau­ 
ver was a fine man and would make a 
good candidate. 
Immediately a member of the palace 
guard clipped the Stevenson quote, rushed 
it into Truman, exclaiming that the gov­ 
ernor of Illinois had betrayed the Presi­ 
dent, was now rooting for Kefauver.

palace guard, of course, wants neither K e­ 
fauver nor Stevenson to run. 
They only 
want the man who can guarantee contin­ 
uation of their jobs—Harry S. Truman.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The series 
of tragic airplane crashes shocks 
no one more than a layman who 
makes a thorough investigation 
of air safety precautions. 
In the words of a veteran pilot, 
these 
tragedies 
don’t 
“make 
sense.” 
Safety precautions taken 
by the scheduled air lines and 
government agencies are im pres­ 
sive. 
And yet there are certain “soft 
spots” in the total air safety op­ 
eration. 
Just how or why they 
affect the recent crashes is for the 
experts to say after their hearings. 
It is shocking to learn, for ex ­ 
ample, that more than $5,000,000 
worth of navigational aids is ly­ 
ing around more than 30 airports, 
unused. 
After travelling 3000 miles in 
airplanes, 
talking 
with 
t h e i r 
pilots and with the mechanics as 
they perform 
the all-im poitant 
maintenance work, watching pilot 
training, and 
interviewing gov­ 
ernment air safety officials, you 
get a general feeling of assurance 
in the air safety job being done. 
Then comes another crash at 
Elizabeth. N. J.,—the third in two 
months. 
Total dead 117, and the 
figure rhounting. 
Newark 
A ir­ 
port closed. 
“It just doesn’t make sense,” 
says a veteran airline pilot. 
“I 
read what the paper says here, 
but I can’t believe it. 
It 
just 
doesn’t make sense.” 
And it doesn’t make sense in 
terms of placing the blame for the 
crashes on Newark Airport, from 
which all three planes were either 
landing or taking off when they 
crashed.

On paper, and in the virtually 
unanimous opinion of the men 
who fly the planes, Newark is the 
best-equipped airport and one of 
the finest from every standpoint 
in the country. 
And there is nothing now to in­ 
dicate that the airport’s facilities 
were to blame in any of the crash­ 
es. Was it just coincidence? There 
is nothing now to indicate other­ 
wise. 
But the possibility of a “pat­ 
tern” in the causes of the trag­ 
edies cannot yet be ruled out. And 
with that in mind let’s take a 
look at some of the soft spots in 
the over-all safety picture. 
They 
are not believed to be critical 
danger spots, but they could be­ 
come so. 
First is the m atter of shortages 
— equipment 
and 
personnel —

CAA 
admits the situation and says it 
badly needs money to train re- j 
placements for the traffic control- : 
lers. 
Right now the situation is not

fic controllers. 
“There is no belying the ser­

the airlines. 
The 
m ilitary must have—and 
gets—the best of what it needs, 
but what rem ains is not always 
conducive to the best in airline 
safety. 
And while the government is 
on the carpet, here’s one that 
should strike home to us all: 
Right now that $5,000,000 worth 
of navigational aid equipment at 
more than 30 airports isn’t being 
used because the federal govern­ 
ment doesn’t have the money to 
operate it. 
It’s already been bought and 
paid for by the CAA. 
But that 
agency simply doesn’t have the 
money to put it into operation— 
to pay for the necessary person­ 
nel and electrical power. 
The 
equipm ent 
includes 
ap­ 
proach lights, instrument landing 
syst&ms, 
fan markers and radio 
beacons, 
and 
radar and 
tower 
projects.

There’s still another 
field 
of 
ground equipm ent which is not 
nearly what it should be quantity- 


wise. 
That’s visual aid. 
Such aid consist of lights and 
runway markings which help the 
pilot make the difficult transition, 
a 
few hundred 
feet 
from 
the 
ground, between electronic guid­ 
ance and his own vision. 
Ironically, possibly the best sys­ 
tem of visual aids in the entire 
country is at 
New Jersey’s ill­ 
fated Newark Airport. 
Many airports in the country 
don’t even have white borders and 
white centerlines on the landing 
strips. Both are tremendous aids 
to the pilot in darkness or bad 
weather. Fewer yet have lanes of 
approach lights guiding him into 
the end of the runway and indi­ 
cating the altitude at which he 
should be a given distance from 
the runway’s near end. 
Both 
the 
International 
Air 
Transport Association, an organ­ 
ization of the world’s scheduled 
airlines, and the Airline Pilots 
Association have put their OK on 
Newark’s visual aid system and 
have been urging its universal 
adoption for three years. 
But the CAA has not yet of­ 
ficially recommended its adoption. 
And again there is the item of 
money. CAA would have to pay 
for all such installations off the 
runways themselves. 
And CAA 
can’t pay to operate some of the 
equipment it already has.

Splitting Big Loophole 
Humphrey’s views were given in 
a study published by the Public 
Affairs Institute, which describes 
itself as a non-political organiza­ 
tion designed to air facts about 
public issues. 
Humphrey said writing of tax 
laws these days has come to re­ 
semble the “log-rolling and pork 
barrel” tactics of special inter­ 
ests. 
He said “enormous handouts” 
go to “high income recipients,” 
and outlined what he said were 
the 
six principal loopholes—and 
the amounts they cost the treas­ 
ury—in the present tax laws. 
Two of the m ajor “ loopholes” 
were income splitting and percent­ 
age depletion allowances, he said. 
Income splitting was enacted in 
1948 to benefit married couples, 
but Humphrey said only 3 per 
cent of the benefits went to cou­ 
ples with annual incomes below 
$5,000. 
He said this law cost the 
government 2% billion dollars a 
year. 
Upper Brackets Benefit 
Percentage depletion also helped 
those in the upper brackets. 
It 
allows owners of certain mineral 
products (oil, coal, gas, even oys­ 
ter shells) to deduct a 
certain 
amount of gross income as deple­ 
tion allowance in figuring income 
taxes. 
The Senator said some of 
the allowances granted were “ un­ 
believably generous”. 
The proposed 25 per cent tax 
ceiling would be made law by a 
constitutional 
amendment, 
re­ 
quiring approval of three-fourths, 
or 36 of the states. 
Proponents 
say 28 states already have asked 
Congress to call a constitutional 
convention on the subject. 
Sev­ 
eral of the states have rescinded 
their action, however, 
and offi­ 
cials say only 16 now actually j 
have resolutions in force.

many more increases.
